2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

o The invention defined in claims 1 - 19 is not disclosed by any of documents cited in the International Search 
Report. 

None of the cited documents gives any indication towards the claimed apparatus for deterring or repelling 
mosquitoes including a main enclosure and a long flexible hose that is attached to the outlet of the main 
enclosure, the outlet being in fluid communication with the hose to enable the smoke/gas/vapours to pass 
through the hose and to a position remote from the enclosure, the hose having at least one outlet through which 
the smoke/gas/vapours can pass. 

No relevant combination of the cited documents would lead a person in the art to the invention defined in the 
claims. Therefore, the invention defined in claims 1 to 19 is novel and is considered to involve an inventive step. 

The invention is also considered to be industrially applicable.

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 



Claim 19 lacks clarity when dependent on claim 8 as the feature "the venturi" lacks antecedent. Further it is not clear 
in its reference to "claim 8 teams". 
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
